L P. Sapplngtou. for whom the little 


Tillage 011 the (iravots road Is named, 
enjoys the distinction of being one of 
the few men living who were on inti- 
mate terms with the Grant and Dent 
families 55 years ago. At tho age of 
20 years be was a close friend and 
neighbor of Capt. Grant aud spent 
many happy hours in the company of 
the man who later became the leader 
of the union army and president. 


In the early '50s when a man was 


about to build a house or barn, his 
neighbors for miles around took a day 
off and went to help him. There were 
about 75 men who helped Neighbor 
Grant build his cabin. 
Some 
took 


with them their negro men. The 
white men worked on the corners and 
the negroes rolled the logs up to the 
"pens." 


"I think that I am th* only man 


now living who helped build Grant's 
cabin," said Mr.'Sappington. "It was 
built- In the early summer of 1S54, 
on what was then called the Rockhill 
or the Barracks road. Capt Grant, as 
he was then called, purchased abont 
300 acres from his fatber-ln-law, Mr. 
•Dent, and his neighbors helped him 
build his house. 


"It was a double house, or what we 


called 'two pens,', with a wide passage- 
way between them. Grant worked on 
one'of the corners with me part of 
the time. Mr. Dent was there on his 
little white pony. He did not work, 
but he bossed the negroes. 


"Capt. Grant~ was a great hand at 


joking and telling tales. He used to 
tell of a crop of potatoes which he 
raised one year. He declared he got 
a peck to every hill. He was mighty 
friendly and sociable and a good neigh- 
bor. 


Grant was not afraid of work. 
He 


worked hard in those days, and was 
always willing to help a neighbor. He 
had a team of large horses, a gray 
and a bay. The big loads of cord wood 
he hauled to St. Louis with that team 
have become history. He would alwayf 
say: 
"It takes a big team to haul a 


big load." 


"He always rode the big bay. Many 


of the old people of St. Louis county 
remember Grant, not as one 
of th 


world's great "generals, nor as presi- 
dent of the United States, but 
as 


'Neighbor' Grant, clad in an old blue 
array coat, red necktie, slouch hat, hi- 
trousers stuck in his boots, astride of 
K big bay mare. 


"I knew the Dent family well. They 


were our nearest neighbors for years 
Mr. Dent owned 900 acres. He als^ 
owned i couple of negro men and wom- 
en slaves. 


"Jusf_ before the war Gen. Grant 


purchased the Louis Dent farm near 
Sappington, and moved into the brick 
house. This was one of the first bricl; 
houses built in the county. 
It was 


burned during the war, but the Grant 
family was not living in it at chat 
time. 


"The 'old cabin' has been removed 


ar;d the Grant and Dent farms have 
been divided and sold to various par- 
ties. There have been many changes 
since the building of the Grant 'cabin. 
St. Louis was only *a village then in 
comparison to what It is now. Grant's 
big team had 
to pull 
cord 
wood 


through mud and mire which now is 
a rock road. The city has grown al- 
most to the place where tho 'cabin 
stood."

or driving? Just as good for sumo 
patients, say the doctors, but not 
quite so convenient. 


The automobile is recommended to 


those who would be cured without 
exile from home, says the New York 
Sun. The patient lives in New York, 
or Boston, or Philadelphia, of Balti- 
more. 
None of these cities has a 


climate specially recommended for 
throat or lung diseases. 


Six mouths, a year, two years, half 


a life time in the Adirondacks or Colo- 
rado used to be the remedy and still 
is for many. This meant and means 
exile from home and friends and the 
society of fellow sufferers. 


The automobile means a residence 


at. home for at least eight months in 
the year. From any one of the cities 
named the possession of an automo- 
bile enables the patient to command 
mountain air within a few hours 
whenever he will. 


It means Saturday to Monday trips 


that may take the patient and his 
friends 150 miles from the coast. It 
means on any fine day the possibility 
of getting from 1,200 to '2,000 
feet 


above sea level and remaining in the 
open air for 15 hours. 
. Swift touring cars of current make 
render the traveler independent of 
hotels, day or night, at meal time or 
at any time. Perhaps some of them 
carry hot bathtubs. 


The patient with rapid change 
of 


scene, plenty of company, and a per- 
petual picnic forgets that 
all 
this 


traveling is done for health, and the 
health sometimes conies before the 
patient quite realizes th change. He 
is not restricted to any particular 
route. 


Some of the doctors begin to sus- 


pect that the mountain air is not real- 
ly a necessity. There are men and 
women who have profited wonderful- 
ly just riding about their own neigh- 
borhood and seldom getting 40 miles 
from home. 


There are stories of women who 


have cured themselves 
of 
serious 


bronchial ailments by spending the 
larger part of every day In little ma- 
chines that they can manage them 
selves. Most of the time such auto- 
mobilists keep within easy return of 
home. 
They get variety into their 


,rides by choosing 
different routes 


each day for a iveek and taking a dif- 
ferent companion of voyage every two 
or three days. 


One such woman in Boston became 


so muc-h the mistress of her machine 
that she could not only drive it with 
ease, but actually take it apart and 
put it together again. The absorbing 
Interest of new knowledge probably 
had something to do with tho cure 
that followed. Hers was the fresh 
air cure plus frequent change of scene 
and a new and absorbing interest. 


Of course eight or ten hours daily 


in the open air makes it practically 
impossible that such a patient shall 
Sleep in a close rooom. The fresh air 
treatment thus goes on while the pa- 
tient sleeps. 


Of course, the automobile treatment 


Is for the well-to-do. But there are 
cynical doctors who suspect that just 
the plain open trolley car will do won- 
ders for those who cannot buy motor 
cars or hire chauffeurs. If a man or 
woman has nothing to do but seek 
health, the open trolley car may be 
enjoyed at its best.

line of the work of the bureau of 
corporations has been given the 
house appropriations committee 
by Herbert Knox Smith, deputy 
commissioner, in urging that the 
unexpended balance of 
$79,000 


for the current year be 
made 


available for the work of next 
year. 


"Possibly you may remember," he 


said, "when I appeared 
before 
the 


committee last year we had in mind 
investigation of steel, completion of 
the beef investigation, 
investigation 


of oil, sugar and tomacco. The steel 
investigation was quite inexpensive, 
because we were furnished the work 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, and, as yet, we have had to ex- 
pend almost nothing. 
If 
we had 


done the work it would have cost a 
good many thousands of dollars. In 
the tomacco investigation 
we did 


most of the work that we intended. 


''The sugar investigation -ne had to 


ho'd up and parts of the tobacco in- 
vestigation because of the immunity 
decision until it ^as determined just 
how we stood on that matter. Then, 
when the special development came 
out in regard to the discrimination 
in the transportation of oil, the at- 
tention of the entire bureau had to 
be given to that, and we could not 
really undertake another 
investiga- 


tion at that time. The result has 
been that we have not done as we 
expected. That shows the difficulty 
of estimating beforehand. 


"The past two years have been ab- 


normal because it is a new bureau 
and we have run up against these le- 
gal questions like the immunity ques- 
tion and we fee] now that those ques- 
tions are settled and we can get the 
bureau organized so that -n e can han- 
dle the work and will need all the 
money estimated to carry 
ci* 
the 


•work started and held up." 


Representative Littauer—"You are 


of the opinion that you can expend 
$200,000?" 


Mr. Smith—"Yes, sir; if we carry 


out the work we intend to do ^e 
shall. The steel work is a -vast job 
and when we get our men working 
instead of having the United States 
Steel corporation furnish the figures 
it is going to be very expensive, and 
so similarly with the 
tobacco 
and 


sugar investigation."

Brundidge — "Did 


the United States Steel 
corporation 


do the work that your men should 
have done? Is that corporation sup- 
plying you with the information up- 
on which to make a proper investi- 
gation?"

the skin, and not of the skeleton, as 
icople generally believe. Tho Jaw is 
ormed in accordance with the ncces- 
Ity for providing a hold for the teeth- 
hat is, if there were no teeth to come, 
he Jaw would grow differently, and 
would not have its present shape. The 
aw is not an independent part, as it 
would like to be; it has to form itself 
o accommodate tenants with which, 
trictly speaking, it lias no ties of kin- 
dred. 


The use of soft foods decreases the 
ize of the teeth, and they will ulti- 
mately disappear, unless we make 
more use of them. 


As there does uot seem to be any 
Ikelihood of a change in our habits. 
we must expect to lose them in course 


>f time. Then the Jaw will assume 
jrobably another shape. Further, the 
pirns might disappear, for there can 
>e no use for them after the disappear- 
ance of the teeth.

type of life as high as that of our vlo- 
niestic cat3 and dogs. 
Of course at 


first man will be able to produce only 
a piece of protoplasm, something like 
the venter hydra or the rcssmblanc- 
cf the sea urchin Prof. Jacques Loe'j, 
of the University of California, has 
evolved; but It will be instinct with 
real life and it will be a step u tne 
new evolution. 
This evolution 
c?:n 


only result in the creation of some- 
thing the equal of the higher rinlrnala, 
but what it will be who can say?' 


I-t seems to the professor that the 


scientist who will be able to do thr 
will be able to determine the physical 
form of ibis creation after the devel- 
opment has started and ho will have 
created a new order of life, for thif 
being will multiply In its oWn foru 
indefinitely, just the same a* r.11 our 
modern animals. 


"I am not a biologist; I atr irorely 


a chemist. I cannot say whether iiiik 
creation will bo crustacean, amphibian, 
mammalian, or whether biped, quad- 
ruped, fish, fowl, or reptile: I trnow 
'that by inorganic processes organic 
being can be produced, and future gen- 
erations may be furnished'with a liv- 
'ing object lesson in the doctrine of 
evolution. 
Who knows but a nc'v cr- 


cler of humanity may be created? A 
living thing is nothing bv.t a pystirn 
of energy and life—it is but a mat- 
ter of chemistry."
